NEW YORK. X. Y.. February 17. — According to 
the recent announcement of eastern racing dates I 
for the season of 1020 there will he 144 days of J 
racing over the metropolitan tracks this year, an 
increase of three over 1910. The local season will 
open at Jamaica on May la and will end at Empire 
Pity October 3o. Jamaica is allotted two more 
days than last year, one being added to its spring 
meeting, the other to the fall period of racing. 
The third extra day goes to Aqueduct. From the 
time of the opening bugle call at Jamaica to the 
sound of taps at Empire City there will be only 
one open date. That is September 1. This day 
was left open to give horsemen time to ship their 
strings from Saratoga to Belmont Park. 

With the exception of the three extra days the 
allotment, for 1920 is practically the same as last 
year. Following the seven days’ meeting of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club at Jamaica Belmont Park 
will throw open its gates for eighteen racing days, 
and then the horses will return to Jamaica for nine 
more days, from June 14 to June 23. 

The scene of action will then shift to Apueduct, 
the popular home of the Queens County Jockey Club, 
where racing will l>e conducted from June 24 to 
July 13. Then follows the Empire City meeting of 
-ixteen days, beginning July 14 ami ending July 31. 

Then on to Saratoga, the Ascot of America. Here 
the thoroughbred will reign supreme for twenty -six 
days, beginning August 2 ami ending August 31. 

T|ie autumn meetings will commence at Belmont 
Turk on September 2 and will continue without in- 
terruption until October 30. Following twelve days 
of racing at ltelmont Park there will be thirteen 
days each at Aqueduct, Jamaica and Empire City 
in the order named. 

The outlook is indeed favorable for a wonderful, 
year of racing, and on all sides predictions are 
freely being made that the season of 1920 will be 
even more prosperous than that of last year. Cer- 
tain it is. the horsemen will share in the general 
prosperity, as all the New York racing associations 
have announced substantial increases in the values 
of the stake races, and it is expected that t lie 
overnight purses will have greater monetary value 
than last year. 

Reports from the various racing establishments — 
front the large and powerful oik* of Commander 
J. K. L. Ross, the leading money winning owner of 
the past two years, down to the less pretertious 
ones— are that an unusually fine crop of two- roar- | 
olds will lie seen this year competing for such 
rich prizes as the Futurity, Hopeful and other im- 
portant juvenile fixtures. 

While Samuel C. Riddle’s champion two-year-old 
of 1919, Man o’ War. is* expected to continue on his 
victorious way through his three-year-old year, the 
presence of the great son of Fair Play in the big 
three -year -old stakes has not frightened owners front 
mitering their stars in these events, as those stake 
eitlries that have already closed for entries indicate. 

Although such stars as Cudgel. Sun Briar. Reamer 
and others will be missing from the handicap divi- 
sion. there will l>e no scarcity of fine material with 
Sir Marion. Purchase, Exterminator, Billy Kelly, 
Mad Hatter. Hannibal. Naturalist. The Porter. .Milk- 
maid. Lucullite. Royce Rools, Vexatious, Midway 
and others available. 

While the winter has been unusually long and 
severe hereabouts, the horses that have been quar- 
tered on the Long Island tracks have fared well, 
with little or no sickness among them. The ma- 
jority of them will he sent to Maryland for the 
spring meetings in that state and will return here 
fairly well seasoned for the local campaigns. From 
every aspect it looks like a great year for racing. 



FAIR GROUNDS’ BRILLIANT MEETING

The stewards. Messrs. Francis T. Nelson. Joseph 
A. Murphy. Samuel Nuckols, Jr., and J. B. Campbell, 
met with a ticklish issue* down lien* this winter, 
but they met it fairly and squarely, overcame it 
and emerged from what many believed was a cloud 
of gloom with flying colors. 

There should bo no hesitancy in saying that rac- 
ing at the Fair Grounds during tie* past four weeks 
lias lieeit the best conducted and as dean and inter- 
esting s|x»rt as loveys "of the thoroughbred ever saw 
any when*. t 

When rumors were spr ad during the early days 
of racing that outside influences' were going to 1 m* 
brought to play in the rulings of the track offi- 
cials, the stow. arils found themselves in an odd pre- 
dicament. These rumors persisted, and in the face 
of them the greatest possihle care had to be taken 
in handing down decisions of the many cases which 
came up. 

Fortunately the officers of the Business Men’s 
Racing Association and the lio.ard of appeals stood 
behind the stewards firmly, and the clean racing 
which resulted could not have been otherwise. 

The four professional racing officials who wore 
in charge of the Fair Grounds sport came to New 
Orleans determined to let no outside >trings be 
attached to their duties in the stand. It is well 
known several attempts were made to persuade them 
to shade rulings, but they stood unshaken. It also 
is pleasing to be able to say the men in charge of 
the Business Men’s Racing Association fought with 
tooth and nail every attempt made from the out- 
side to reverse rulings, regardless of the influence 
itehiud such attempts. 

That brought up the peculiar situation, which 
the officials met in the only proper manner. 

Despite the general rumors that influence was 
lieing brought to bear on them, the stewards, though 
determined to enforce the strictest discipline, did 
not make the mistake of combatting the rumors 
by taking drastic action on snap judgment. They 
watcled their every step carefully, even though at 
first many Indieved outside power was being exerted 
in the judges’ stand, and in time absolutely contra - 
dieting the rumors that their rulings were influenced 
gained full confidence of the sport patrons and 
brought racing out into the open surely and firmly, 
and kept it there. Drastic action taken 'when such 
action was required convinced any and all who 



The outstanding incident of the afternoon came in 
the fourth race, the principal offering of a rather 
ordinary program, when Bight Angle and Currency 
were practically left at the post. Bight Angle was 
the overwhelming choice in the race ami his hackers 
were stunned to see him left standing at the post 
with Currency. After the latter started in pursuit 
of the others it was discovered that Right Angle 
had l teen caught in the barrier. Instead of pulling 
him up Atkinson sent Right Angle after his op- 
ponents and he finished close up to Currency. In 
the meantime the others were having trouble also, 
feasant, the s»*cond choice, tK*ing crowded agaiust 
the rail and shut off on the turn out of the baek- 
st retch. However, he managed to squeeze through 
on the inside entering the stretch ami, finishing 
fast, drew away from All Aglow right at the end.

straightforward racing was attempted and the si»ort 
therefore furnished the fiucst entertainment. 

In justice to the overwhelming majority of actors 
in racing it most be said wrongdoers are few and 
far between. It is as inueh to the interest of the 
sport of the few who indulge iu sharp practices 
as it is to anyone ej>c. amj don’t think for a minute 
the good men in racing don’t realise that. 

The great majority of horsemen would like to see 
every race won on iis merits. In other words, 

they would like to see “'form” upheld. Because 
then they can better estimate the chances their 
various horses would have in certain races. 



NEW ORLEANS. La.. February 17. — The Busi- 
ness Men’s Racing Association’s Fair Grounds 
meeting came to a prosjierous close this afternoon 
with an overflow attendance and some interesting 
racing. The weather man had seen fit to come 
around and give the track a good wetting down, so 
the races were run in a course of thin mud. Among 
the impressions left iu the mind of the spectators 
was one to the general effect that Pictor is a 
pretty good sort of a race horse. He has won 
three of his four races here and taken two of the 
$5,000 stakes offered for tin* handicap horses. Ilis 
success in the Crescent City Handicap January 31 
was only achieved in a hard drive by a half 
length over Slippery Elm. but today ho simply ran 
away from his opponents and won from the same 
good horse by eight lengths. Damask, as on the 
first -named occasion, finishing third and not in the 
least disgraced. It was asking a great deal of 
him to give weight by the scale to every other 
horse in the race, and his performances in ImrIi 
contests makes him out a capital three-year-ohl. 
If not raced too much in the meantime, be may 
have something to do with the decision of the 
Kentucky Derby. Pictor may or may not be a 
good weight carrier, but with something like his 
impost of today up and over a muddy or sloppy 
track he is a better than average race horse. His 
sire was second to Spearmint when that great colt 
won the Epsom Derby In 190i». With a competent 
rider up, Bolster ran a good race here and was 
| only beaten a bead for third money. 

Marie Miller surprised a good many iu the third 
i race by taking such star sprinters into camp as 
Legotal, Arnold. Tacola. Ticklish, Charlie Ley- 
deeker and American Ace, but not everybody, for 
she was well backed. Tacola was tlic choice, with 
Ticklish next in favor, but after Arnold had led 
for a quarter Marie Miller passed him and in a 
strenuous finish won from Legotal by a head, with 
Arnold a lapped -mi third. Tacola and Ticklish 
finished fourth and fifth respectively and soundly 
beaten. It was a creditable performance on the 
part of the speedy mure, which was never better 
than she is now. 

The unlucky Whitney filly, Cointreau, provided 
another disappointment for her many adherents in 
the race for two-year-olds that came first on the 
day’s card. She was the favorite, but was squarely 
beaten, Silver Springs taking a quick lead and win- 
ning all the way. with White Star finishing second 
ami Land’s End third. Cointreau began slowly and 
was only beaten two beads by the two last named, 
but that was more than enough for her backers. 

Bread Man was a hot favorite for the third 
race and. running a good mile, won by a length 
from Ballybell, with Allivan a jioor third. Who 
Cares made most of the running, but when Lyke 
released Bread Man from restraint the result was 
quickly put out of jeopardy. 

FINAL RACE TO W. H. BUCKNER. 

War Mask took the fifth race from Lazy Lou by 
a head, Frank Monroe won the sixth all the way 
and W. H. Buckner brought the curtain down on a 
good meeting when he galloped home well in 
advance of Cahallo in the seventh. 

Financially the meeting did not come up to the 
exjiectations of the management, according lo re- 
ports. but a handsome balance on the right side 
of the ledger is a prospect and much of the pre- 
opening obligations will l>e liquidated. 

From a racing standpoint no winter meeting con- 
ducted anywhere on this continent has excelled 
it. The sport, under the sharp supervision of tin* 
competent staff of stewards, 1ms lieen wholesome 
and die few attempts at digression from the sot 
rule were instantly disastrous to the offenders. 

The threatened strike hero by horsemen was 
settled this morn i tig ' and ertries made iu routine 
style for ilu* Jefferson Park races, where a twenty- 
five days’ spring meeting begins tomorrow. Tin* 
threatened deadlock between horsemen and the 
Jefferson track management was averted by the 
receipt of a telegram here from Lexington head- 
quarters of the Thoroughbred Horse Association 
Hint an agreement was in effect between tin* com- 
mittee representing the Thoroughbred Horse Asso- 
ciation and the Jefferson Park track management 
with respect to daily purse distribution. The horse- 
men sought to have the management distribute 
$3,000 daily, but G. It. Bryan, the leading spirit 
at Jefferson Park, claimed that the $4,300 daily Ids 
association was giving away was more than his 
agreement called for. It is more than likely that 
if conditions warrant there will lx* an increase in 
the daily purse distribution later in the meeting. 
Meanwhile everything is serene again. 

Some miscreants attempted to stuff a sponge iu 
Courtship’s nostrils yesterday, but the sponge was 
detected while Hu* horse was in the paddock and 
lie showed none the worse in the race lie started 
in. for he won it. 

B. A. Jones reports that his good colt Billy

CATCHING THE “WATER FOX” 

On account of its craft and cunning the carp is 
known among anglers as the “water fox, ’ but if 
the right tackle and baits arc employed atui the 
angh-r fishes in the proper way these fish are 
often to he captured. Carp resort to deep holes 
edged by aquatic plants and weeds, and especially 
favor the vicinity of beds of water lilies. Fisher- 
men have often seen carp on hot summer days 
basking under the wide -spreading, cool leaves of the 
while water lily— big. fat, lazy fellows of four or 
six pounds each— but under those conditions Jthry 
would not look at, ranch less take, a bait. In the 
successful pursuit of carp the time selected un- 
doubtedly plays an important part. 1 here is no 
time like the evening for carp fishing, although 
>ome anglers aver that if you want to get a good 
take of carp you must Is* up at daybreak. Experts 
have been out after carp often in the early hours 
of tin- morning, but it has always been the evening 
which has afforded the best sjiort. 

Good baits for carp arc honey paste, potato paste, 
also a small new jiotato, gentles, worms, bread 
crust, a broad bean or pea. and some anglers say 
they will take a red currant or blackberry, but few 
have ever met with an angler who has taken carp ^ 
with the two last -mentioned lures. The best mouths , 
for carp fishing are August, September and October, I
